2. In view of replacement Figs, la, lb, and 6, and amendments to the Specification, the 
former objections to the drawings are hereby withdrawn. 

Specification 

3. Per Applicant's request, the Specification has been amended. Prior objections are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claims 

4. Claims 1-6 and 8-20 are renumbered 1-19. Accordingly, independent claims are 1, 9, 10, 
11, 12, 13, and 14. Claims 1-19 are pending. Claims 7, 11, 12, 13, and 15-19 are amended. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 9, and 10, as Applicant pointed out on page 22, 
paragraphs 1 and 4, of Amendment A, dated 26 February 2004, prior art of record, US Patent 
Pre-Grant Publication 2003/0074634 to Emmelmann, fails to "process a dynamic web page 
content file to produce source code." Emmelmann fails to teach or suggest "compiling a source 
code file to produce a class from which a set of hierarchical objects can be instantiated to 
produce web page authoring language that produces a web page for display." 
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Regarding independent claims 1 1-13, as Applicant pointed out on page 25, paragraphs 1 
and 2, of Amendment A, dated 26 February 2004, prior art of record, US Patent Pre-Grant 
Publication 2003/0074634 to Emmelmann, fails to "teach or suggest generating a source code 
file related to a dynamic web page content file based on an evaluation of a data model." 
Additionally, "Emmelmann fails to disclose or suggest compiling the source code file to create a 
compiled class in memory." 

Regarding independent claim 14, as Applicant pointed out on page 25, paragraph 4, of 
Amendment A, dated 26 February 2004, prior art of record, US Patent Pre-Grant Publication 
2003/0074634 to Emmelmann, fails to "teach or suggest processing a resource to generate a 
source code file and compiling the source code file to create a compiled class in memory to 
enable the instantiation of objects of the compiled class." 

Thus all remaining pending claims, 2-8 and 15-19 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
